License Fees 


The proposal of fees for licensing 
Amateur Radio stations is meeting with 
concern. It seems there are a number of 
inequities in the Budget Reconciliation 
Recommendation. 


Most hams would be willing to accept 
some nominal fee to defray the actual 
costs of FCC licensing, but the FCC 
would not get any credit for the fees 
that are being proposed. All the money 
would go into the general budget fund. 
Worse yet, the proposal wants to charge 
a fee every time an Amateur moves his 
residence or upgrades his license - and 
they are talking fees of $30 to $35 


If there ever was a disincentive, this is 
it! We are so proud of our new hams 
who take a Novice exam and then 
rapidly upgrade to Tech, General, 
Advanced, and Extra. Making progress 
in those small steps is very rewarding 
and encourages the person to keep 
working toward the higher goals. But 
they certainly aren’t going to take those 
intermediate steps if it going to cost that 
kind of money, and not many people 
have the courage to take the giant leap 
to Extra on the first try!!!! If it is 
going to cost money to report every time 
you change your address (or the P.O. 
changes your zip code!) how many 
changes of address do you think the FCC 
and call book are going to get? A 
foreign ham, wanting a reciprocal license 
to operate in the U.S. for a week woyld 
have to pay a $35 license fee? 


So much has been written recently 
about the need to get more of our young 
people involved in science and_ tech- 
nology. 
brought more people into engineering 
and technical fields than any. other single 
source. Are we going to discourage this 
incentive to technical education? The 
short term gains of license fees could 
bring a long term loss of prospective 
engineers and scientists.

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FCC HIGHLIGHTS

The ARRL has submitted a petition 
(08/31/89) to the FCC seeking the 
"Establishment of a Class of Amateur 
Radio Operator License Not Requiring a 
Demonstration of Proficiency in the Inter- 
national Morse Code." The ARRL Board 
not only considered the views of its 
members but also the recommendations of 
a special study committee ..." They 
reached four basic conclusions. 

(1) there is a perception that the code 
proficiency element of the Amateur entry 
level examination is a significant barrier; 

(2) . . . the code proficiency requirement 
does not act as an appropriate filter to 
weed out undesirable; 


(3) ... there are many good reasons for 
maintaining code proficiency; 
(4) .... there is nothing antiquated or 


irrelevant about the code "but this is a 
matter that some individuals must learn 
for themselves, in order to appreciate that 
relevance," ... 

FCC"s Rules Branch Chief has advised 
informally that he thought Amateurs 
ought to hold their comments until the 
Notice of Proposed Rule Making (NPRM) 
stage. (W5YI Report, 09/15/89). (Westlink 
Reports 9/15; 9/29). 


"On Sept. 20 a budget bill 
containing a license fee proposal was 
introduced into the House as HR 3239." 


Action is expected in both houses of 
Congress early in October." ARRL 
members wanting to express their 


opposition to the Amateur Radio license 
fee aspects of HR 3299 will want to 
contact their Congressional representatives 
without delay. "Senator Carl Levin of 
Michigan has indicated a desire to work 
with Amateurs to defeat the license fee 
proposal."

"On July 19, ARRL submitted a 
Request for Issuance of Errata List to the 
FCC in the Part 97 rewrite proceeding . 
.. "FCC responded with its Errata list on 
September 7." ... The Editor of ARRLs’ 
newly rewritten FCC Rule Book, said that 
the Errata will be included in the 
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appendix of the "Rule Book." (ARRL Letter 
09/23/89). 


"On September 14, FCC issued a Public 
Notice listing filings from ARRL and 
eleven other petitioners for amendment of 
FCC’s Part 97 Rules. "ARRL, along with 
six other petitioners, filed for the creation 
of a codeless class of Amateur license. 
"Two petitioners filed for a change to the 
code speed requirements. "Two others filed 
to restructure Amateur operator licensing 
requirements and operating privileges, and 
one petitioner filed to eliminate all 
classes." Interested persons had 30 days to 
file comments opposing or supporting 
these petitions with the FCC. "The full 
text of these documents are available for 
viewing and copying in Room 239, 1919 
M Street, NW, Washington, D.C. or may 
be purchased from the Commission’s copy 
contractor, International Transcription 
Service (202-857-3800)." (ARRL Letter, 
09/23/89; W5YI, 09/15/-10/01/89). 


"The FCC has issued a Public Notice 
concerning communications with Amateurs 
in foreign countries: Permissible countries: 
Section 97.111 states when the administra- 
tion of a country objects to its Amateurs 
contacting U.S. hams, it becomes a 
"banned country." Currently there are no 
banned countries. Prohibited transmis- 
sions: Section 97.113 says that communi- 
cations for the purpose of facilitating the 
business or commercial affairs of any party 
is prohibited. Use of Amateur communica- 
tions as an alternative to other broadcast, 
common carrier, maritime,land mobile or 
other authorized radio services is also 
prohibited. Third Party arrangements: 
Section 97.115 " authorizes an 
Amateur station licensed by FCC to 
transmit messages for a third party to any 
Amateur station within the jurisdiction of 
a foreign government whose administra- 
tion has make arrangements with the 
United States to allow Amateur stations to 
be used for transmitting international 
communications on behalf of third parties."

"At the recent Telecommunications 
Industry Association Part 15 Seminar, one 
manufacturer asked what would happen 
when his products received interference 
from sources such as Amateur operations. 
He was answered curtly by the FCC’s 
. (representative), who said, "I think, sir, 
that you have had prior notice that you 
are operating on a sufferance basis . 
you made the marketplace decision. If you 
succeed then you reap the benefits of 
success. If you fail, then you’ve taken your 
chances and lost. Part 15 is still Part 15. 
It is not an authorized service such as we 
have for services which are allocated. 
There are no allocations for Part 15 
devices .. ." (Westlink Report, 09/15/89).

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HURICANE STRIKES CARIBBEAN. 

Hurricane Hugo, showing wind strengths 
of up to 140 miles per hour, slammed 
into the Leeward Islands on September 
17 and began its march across the Carib- 
bean toward Puerto Rico. Many of the 
first reports from the affected islands 
were from Amateur Radio _ stations. 
Emergency traffic nets were set up and 
awaited information from these stations 
on three main 20 meter frequencies. 


The ARRL-sponsored International 
Assistance and Traffic Net (IATN) at 
14.303 MHz, the Friendly Carribus 
Connection on 14.283 MHz, and the 
International Amateur Radio Network 
provided front-line communication as 
Amateur stations in the affected areas 
reported in with damage assessments and 
assistance needs. The Hurricane Watch 
Net on 14.8325 MHz kept in touch with 
the storm’s progress. A net on 28.450 
MHz was also instrumental in providing 
eroee assessment reports from Puerto 

ico. 


WIAW reverted to an emergency 
operating schedule on Saturday, Sept- 
ember 16. Informational bulletins were 
sent out and the station monitored on- 
the-air activity. Field Services Manager 
Rick Palm, K1CE, headed up HQ opera- 
tions. Rick contacted the US Office of 
Foreign Disaster Aid and the National 
Red Cross in Washington, DC, to let 
them know of our availability in prepara- 
tion for the storm. ANERCOM members 
Joel Kandel, KI4T, of Miami and Geri 
Sweeney, N4GHI, of Alexandria, Virginia, 
were also vital in organizing the first 
ARRL response. 
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W1AW had the opportunity to check 
into IATN and the net on 28.450 MHz, 
which served the needs of Spanish speak- 
ing Amateurs in Puerto Rico. The HQ 
staff was assisted by Jose Santiago, a 
representative of La Casa de Puerto Rico 
of Hartford, who. translated damage 
reports for the HQ staff. Contact with 
the net was maintained for several hours 
after the net controllers asked for 
assistance from the US mainland. 


ARRL made telephone contact with 
Puerto Rico Section Manager Alberto 
Valldejuli, WP4CSG, on Tuesday after- 
noon and by Wednesday, an emergency 
net work on 28.450 was announced for 
messages going into Puerto Rico Health 
and Welfare traffic was also being passed 
on 14.270 MHz for any affected location. 
At press time, hurricane-related traffic 
was also being handled on numerous 
other frequencies and via packet radio. 


The American National Red Cross 
asked the Dayton Amateur Radio 
Association to form a jump team to 
accompany Red Cross officials to the US 
Virgin Islands. Ron Moorefield, W8ILC, 
informed HQ that Dave Morris, N8SEEK, 
and Bob Reckner, W8IQJ, were scheduled 
to travel with a complete portable 
station including an electric generator. 


CONGRESS MOVES AHEAD WITH 
LICENSE FEE PROPOSAL. Discussions 
in Congress about possible fees for 
Amateur Radio licenses have alarmed 
many ARRL members. The ARRL posi- 
tion on license fees was reported at 
Minute 83 of the July ARRL Board 
meeting and in ARRL Bulletin number 
40. At that time fees were simply under 
discussion in Congressional Committees 
and there was no bill before Congress 
proposing them. 


On Wednesday, September 20, while 
many Amateurs were using their licenses 
to provide emergency communications in

LATE FLASH 
Regarding License Fees 


Right at press time, ARRL Bulletin 70 announced that the October 3 Congres- 
sional Record carried a statement by Senator Carl Levin of Michigan expressing his 
opposition to proposed [license] fees for Amateur Radio operators in HR 3299. 


Senator Levin pointed out that the Senate Commerce Committee did not include 
other non-profit organizations such as special emergency and public safety groups and 
public broadcasters, and that Amateurs should also be exempt. 


During the weekend, Senator Ernest Hollings of South Carolina, Chairman of the 
Senate Commerce Committee, reportedly agreed that Amateurs should not be charged. 


Early in the second week of October, the Senate was still struggling with its 
version of the Omnibus Budget Reconciliation Act. Its part of the package includes a 
$35 fee for Amateurs, rather than $30 [proposed in the House Commerce Committee 
recommendation.] There is a move afoot now, however, to amend the proposal to 
reduce or eliminate fees for Amateurs. 


Should the Senate version turn out to be friendlier towards Amateurs than the 
House version, ARRL members may wish to call their representatives and ask them to 
support the Senate provision. There will be only a short period for such action.

HURRICANE HUGO BRINGS OUT THE BEST 
[Taken from a report of Virginia ARES/RACES activity during Tropical Storm Hugo, 
September 22, 1989.] 


The evening of September 21st consisted of the Virginia Section Emergency 
Coordinator (SEC). outlining contingent communication plans with Virginia 
Department of Emergency Services (VADES) personnel in Richmond, and arranging 
for key ARES/RACES personnel in Richmond to man the Emergency Operations 
Center (EOC) if and when Amateur Radio communications were needed. 


It was jointly decided by the SEC and other ARES leaders that Virginia 
ARES/RACES would remain on stand-by status until VADES, a local EOC, or a local 
Emergency Coordinator (EC) recognized that normal communications channels were 
inadequate to meet the needs of the served agencies. At that time the local EC would 
activate the local ARES net and notify the SEC that emergency communications were 
being established. A decision would then be made whether the Virginia Emergency 
Net (VEN) would be activated. 


On September 22, at 0930 EDT, Fred Vincent from VADES called SEC WB4ZTR 
and requested ARES maintain a stand-by status. Hurricane Hugo was expected to 
pass over Roanoke, or further west, with sustained winds of 50 mph with higher 
gusts. Four to eight inches of rain was expected with local flooding. The Roanoke 
EOC was in operation. 


The SEC attempted to telephone KB4PW, the Roanoke DEC, at his work and 
home telephones. His work telephone number had changed, with no answer at his 
home telephone. At 1430 hours, Mr. Vincent called the SEC stating that a 
POTENTIAL need for Amateur Radio communications existed in the Roanoke/Giles 
County area, having received reports of widespread communication outages. At 1445 
hours, the SEC called Tom Bradshaw, DEC of District 15, and asked that he attempt 
to contact KB4PW or Roanoke EC WA5FAC on the Roanoke repeaters. It was 
learned that KB4PW was already in place at the American Red Cross Disaster Center 
in Roanoke. He reported that he had no HF capability due to antenna damage from 
high winds. 

The Roanoke area had confirmed 90 mph wind gusts. WA5FAC was assisting 
KB4PW in gathering equipment and ARES members to man the numerous shelters 
set up by individual Red Cross Chapters. Blacksburg and Christiansburg, Virginia, 
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were without electrical power except for Virginia Polytechnical and State University 
(VPI). N4OHJ of the VPI Amateur Radio Club had set up emergency communica- 
tions, and was in contact with KB4PW in Roanoke via 2 meters. A widespread area 
from Greensboro through Wytheville, to the West Virginia border was affected by the 
high wind conditions, with most electrical and telephone service to the area affected. 


There was no immediate problem with flooding, although the rivers were expected 
to crest after 2000 hours. No outside Amateur Radio assistance was required at the 
time, since the problem area was localized and VHF communications were established. 


KB4PW’s report on the conditions in the Southwest portion of Virginia was 
relayed to the VADES by the SEC. Since only local communications west of Roanoke 
were affected, statewide Virginia ARES/RACES support was not needed. Local ARES 
groups in Southwest Virginia continued to provide communications and assistance. 


At 1900 hours VADES called the SEC and requested an update from Roanoke. A 
press release was to be issued later that night regarding flood conditions of the 
Roanoke Valley and New River. Virginia ARES/RACES were requested to remain in 
a stand-by condition until released by VADES sometime on Saturday, September 23.

PRINCE GEORGES COUNTY ON ALERT 
As anyone and everyone knows, the major event of late September was the very 
noteworth storm named Hugo. This severe hrricane caused tremendous damage to 
localities in the Caribbean and in the Carolinas. 


When it became apparent that the effects of Hugo possed a threat to our 
Washington area, Prince Georges ARES/RACES was mobilized to prepare for the 
worse scenario. On Thursday, Sept. 21, a special hurricane call-up net was operated 
on the 147.18 repeater. Nearly 50 local hams;, some ARES members and some not, 
checked in to offer their availability and resources in the event that conditions rapidly 
worsened. 


The following morning the Prince Georges County Office of Emergency 
Preparedness established three county storm shelters in schools in Hyattsville, Laurel, 
and Upper Marlboro-Croom.. ARES/RACES members Gary, WB3JRW, Joan, NC3Y, 
and Mike, N3HIZ, were on site at each locations at the start of operations. 

Of course, the fortunate situation developed that Hugo passed farther to the west 
than orignially forecast. The local area was spared the bulk of the storm system’s 
severe winds and rains. By mid-afternoon, county officials were able to order the 
shutdown of the shelters and terminate emergency preparedness activities. 


George, KA3KIF, and Alan, KA3TSL, after spending the day manning the 
Emergency Operations Center, providing hourly net updates on county operations, 
were able to notifiy Amateurs at the shelters, as well as those on standby at home or 
at jobs, that operations were cancelled. 


While Hugo was a locally a minor event, we were all thankful the storm missed us 
after seeing newspaper and television reports from the affected areas. This storm 
demonstrated that a large number of Amateurs were available in Prince Georges 
County in time of need. 

It is important, in the future, that many of those who checked in to the call-up 
net make an effort to join in the ARES/RACES day-to-day activities of planning, 
training, and preparing that are essential to the success of emergency service.

ARES has been the major activity of the Alexandria Radio Club over the last few 
weeks. As Emergency Coordinator for ARES in Alexandria I would like to take this 
opportunity to say THANK YOU for a job well done to all those who participated in the 
Hurricane Hugo response through the Alexandria Club Station, as well as those who 
participated in the CARE ’89 Disaster Drill on October 8. 


The hurricane Hugo operation at the Alexandria Radio Club station (located in 
the Alexandria Red Cross chapter house) resulted in about 40 operators volunteering 
almost 400 hours in five days. This was a regional; effort with the Alexandria station 
being chosen on the basis of equipment, antennas, location, and ease of access to the 
public. As with our Hurricane Gilbert experience last year, this experience has 
Alexandria Radio Club members planning major enhancements to the station in the near 
future. A new digital rig is in the plans, as well as at least a one-kw linear. 


The CARE ’89 drill was an overwhelming success for 
Ham Radio in Northern Virginia. At the critique for the drill, the Northern Va 
Emergency Medical Services (EMS) Council Coordinator for the drill stated emphatically 
that the final report would include a recommendation that any jurisdiction that does not 
currently include Ham Radio in their disaster plan should take steps to remedy that 
situation. The comments that we received from officers on the scene where statements 
like: "the only reliable communications we had, our radios couldn’t do a thing", or "every 
message I put into ARES was passed quickly and accurately". I realize that some of you 
spent all day waiting for messages that never came. This is an unfortunate part of a 


real disaster operation (although it really shouldn’t have happened in the drill). The: 


officers on the scene where truly amazed at the fact that I, with a hand-held standing 
next to the disposition officer, was able to contact each hospital in the region quickly 
and with excellent signal quality. To the 65 hams how made this demonstration of Ham 
Radio possible, I say THANK YOU, and please be ready to help us do it again.

NTIA is the Executive Branch agency principally responsible for the development 
and presentation of domestic and international telecommunications policy. NTIA acts 
as principal adviser to the President on telecommunication policy, and is directed to 
develop a long-range U.S. spectrum management plan. |

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Satellite Activity 


MicroSats To Be Launched 


Four tiny Amateur satellites, dubbed MicroSats, will be launched on November 10 
from a powerful Ariane IV rocket. The satellites measure only 9 inches on a side and 
are considered to represent the ultimate in small, low-cost highly efficient spacecraft 
design. Because of their small size, the satellites can fit in places on the launch 
vehicle normally reserved for lead ballast. (See October Auto-Call, page 13.) 


Basic Station Equipment for OSCAR 13 
Emerson Mehrling - W4ANH 

While many are familiar with Phase II OSCARS with polar orbits, Phase III type 
elliptical orbits can be mystifying. The altitude is constantly varying from its apogee 
of about 36,000 Km over the northern hemisphere to its perigee of 2500 km over the 
southern hemisphere. To track the ground path of OSCAR 13 it is best to use a 
digital computer and software programs available from AMSAT. Following is a block 
diagram of the basic equipment necessary for working OSCAR 13.

Since the transponder inverts the signal, you must transmit on lower sideband to 
receive your signal on upper sideband. 


Consider a typical uplink system. A 100 watt transmitter is connected to a 10 DB 
gain antenna through not over 50 feet of low loss coax and type N connectors. 
Assuming minimal loss, the effective radiated power will be about 530 watts.

"WHAT DID THE CATASTROPHE IN ARMENIA REVEAL?" 
| by Arnol’d Yakovlevich Grif 


[Translator’s note: This article analyzes efforts to provide Amateur 
communications following the earthquake that struck Soviet Armenia 
7 December 1988. It describes the spontaneous formation of nets by 
volunteers having no official status, which is in complete contrast to the 
Soviet craving for official, centralized authority, exercised through a 
structured hierarchy. Yet the writer seems to accept and even praises 
this "volunteerism" in the absence of forceful, timely action by the 
DOSAAF officials who "manage" the Soviet Radio Amateur Movement.] 


We have reason to be proud of the amateur volunteers who were among the first 
to arrive in the affected areas. The outstanding features of the radioamateur spirit — 
humanity and a striving to help those in difficulty — was clearly demonstrated. In a 
matter of hours radio amateurs from Georgia arrived in Spitak. Despite difficulties 
with equipment, volunteers set out from Yerevan. A group of Komsomol [party youth 
organization] members from the Central Radio Club of the USSR Named After E. T. 
Krenkel’ [hereafter CRC] was among the first to arrive in Leninakan. Muscovites 
Konstantin Khachaturov - UW3AA and Gennadiy Grigor’yevich Shul’gin - UZ3AU 
joined them soon thereafter. Amateur help also came from Omsk, Novosibirsk, 
Sverdlovsk, Khar’kov, Yessentuki, and Ul’yanovsk. 


National and international radio nets sprang up, as did Moscow-Yerevan and 
Moscow-Leninakan links. Muscovites RW3AH, UA3APH, and UV3ACQ maintained 
24-hour contact with collective station UG7GWO in Yerevan, exchanging Komsomol 
traffic. 


KOK OK Ok OK 


Net-control and channel-control operators, not always sure of themselves, showed 
up and relieved one another. Hundreds of operators joined in on a volunteer basis. 


Nikolay Valentinovich Kazanskiy, UA3AF, Deputy Chairman of the Federation of 
Radio Sport of the USSR [hereafter FRS USSR] joined in from his weak home 
station, but how could he direct all of the conversations taking place over the air? 
Where was UK3A, which did not assume the role of head station (though it did deal 
with welfare-whereabouts information and helped a number of agencies)? 


Unfortunately, neither the FRS of the USSR nor the CRC proved fully capable of 
organizing and coordinating the Soviet radio amateurs in assisting Armenia. The 
Federation was unable even to enter into contact with foreign amateur radio 
organizations. All of this demonstrates that the disaster in Armenia caught us 
unawares. We need to draw serious conclusions for the future.

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Only 35 shortwavers participated in this most important activity, compared to 
50,000 amateur stations in the country! Couldn’t we easily have sent sufficient 
numbers of well-trained shortwave and ultrashortwave teams to the disaster scene? 
What are the annual "Field Days" and telegraph shortwave championships anyway, 
sport for sport’s sake? Amateur radio isn’t just an attractive pastime but /a place to 
learn about radio and its uses. 


No one finds it surprising any more that action in extraordinary situations is 
taken by amateur radio enthusiasts themselves, and not by those whose official duties 
would seem to require action. Many DOSAAF organizations, unwilling to take a risk, 
took no initiative but awaited orders from above. Yet DOSAAF had at its disposal 
vehicles, motorcycles, helicopters, aircraft, parachutes, and radio sets. It also has 
winners in automobile and motorcycle competitions, record-holders in helicopter and 
airplane sport, masters of parachute-jumping, and radiosport champions. Within 
hours they could be formed into consolidated teams and rushed to a disaster scene 
where they would be among the first to begin rescue and emergency operations. 


The Chairman of the Presidium of the Volgograd FRS wrote bitterly to "Radio": 
"Even in these extreme conditions we had to battle the bureaucracy. Everyone, 
especially anyone who was in the "hot spots’ in Armenia, knows what a shortage of 
communications, especially basic communications, there was for dealing with urgent 
matters. And at that time teams of shortwavers in a "number one’ state of alert in 
various cities of our country were struggling to get permission to travel to Armenia to 
assist their friends. Teams of radio amateurs organized by the Volgograd City 
Komsomol Committee weren’t able to go... .". No one wanted to take responsi- 
bility ... 


The dispatch of special detachments to Armenia took place at the initiative of 
specific individuals (praise and honor to them!) and not; as the result of organized 
efforts by leading amateur institutions. The efforts of 35 enthusiasts must not be 
allowed to cover up the absence of coordination and order in our operations. 


Paradoxically, foreign amateur organizations were well organized during the tragic 
days. Our Bulgarian friends offered to send 20 low-powered radio sets. Offers 
followed from the Polish Union of Shortwavers, the national amateur radio 
organization of the Federal Republic of Germany, and the Australian amateur service. 
Already on 18 and 22 December 1988 equipment arrived from the USA, sent by the 
American Radio Relay League and the International Disaster Amateur Radio Net. 


Unfortunately, we handled this badly-needed assistance very poorly. In some cases 
promised equipment couldn’t be received, and in others equipment already delivered 
in the USSR ended up with the Central Committee of the Komsomol for helping the 
disaster areas and didn’t reach the Armenian radio amateurs in good time. 


The tragedy in Armenia again points up the long-standing need to establish an 
emergency amateur radio service of the USSR. So one could only welcome the fact 
that this was considered by the FRS USSR at a meeting held in mid-March. 


However, judging by the delay in resolving this matter, and how split volunteer 
forces are by inter-agency barriers — the Komsomol Central Committee is thinking up 
its own service, the Red Cross its own — we are bound to ask whether we have drawn 
the necessary conclusions from the tragedy in Armenia. 


While awaiting the establishment of a fast-reacting organization on a nationwide 
basis, we could at least begin with that which already exists and has proven itself in 
Chernobyl’ [1986], the snow avalanches in Georgia [1986-1987], and in Armenia.

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Let’s provide the volunteer groups of shortwavers that have already organized 
themselves with all the equipment they will need [during an emergency], right down 
to orders and travel documents which take effect at the first report of a disaster. 


This proposal requires funding, as would of course the subsequent establishment 
of an all-Union fast-reaction radio net, but DOSAAF should be able to provide this 
without a great deal of effort, since the net could be based on existing collective and 
individual stations. 


Time is pressing. There’s no warning of disasters. Often they can’t be avoided 
but they can and must be met in an organized manner. 


“PUL’SAR IS CREATING A RADIO CLUB FOR TEACHERS" 
by Yu. Polushkin, UA9MAR 
Chairman of the Council of the "Pul’sar Sport-Technical Radio Club 
of the Omsk State Pedagogical Institute Named After A. M. Gor’kiy 


They say teachers of technical subjects should be versed in the humanities, but 
I’m convinced that teachers of history, literature, and foreign languages should be at 
least as conversant as their students with physics and mathematics. Our club has 
decided to train leaders of school collective radio stations — not only those intending 
to teach physics and mathematics but future foreign-language, history, and art 
teachers: as well. 


Three collective stations — RZ9MYA, UZ9MYL, and UZ9MWD — form the nucleus 
of Pul’sar. Based on the collective stations, we’re completing training facilities for 
chiefs of school collective stations. At our request, the Central Committee of 
DOSAAF USSR and the FRS USSR by means of a special-purpose grant allocated 
necessary equipment, and the Omsk Oblast’? DOSAAF Committee paid for it. 


To publicize these useful activities the diploma [certificate] "Soviet Teacher" is 
being established, to be awarded for contacting teachers who are radio amateurs and 
operators of collective stations at pedagogical and educational institutions. 


Yu. I. Chuyko, UA6AX, from Krasnodar, reports that a similar diploma, the "Red 
Ink Award," is issued in the Federal Republic of Germany for contacting members of 
the international association of radioamateur-teachers. Maybe we, too, need to set up 
an All-Union Radio Club for Teachers, with annual dues to meet its needs. | 


Yes, there is a need for such an association, since the commission on working with 
young people attached to the Federation of Radio Sport of the USSR exists only on 
paper. There’s a shortage of specialized literature in this field. The author’s 
attempts to conclude a contract with the DOSAAF USSR Publishing House to prepare 
and publish a book "For the Teacher — About Amateur Radio and Radiosport" have 
not brought positive results. The Publishing House [in declining UA9MAR’s 
proposal] stated that a teaching aid, "Radiosport," was to be published. This was in 
1985. Would anyone who has seen such a book please let me know? 


With all my soul I support Yu. I. Chuyko’s proposal to create an All-Union Radio 
Club for Teachers. The Sport-Technical Radio Club "Pul’sar" could assume the role of 
coordinating center. I propose that all interested comrades send their suggestions on 
organizing such a club to P.O. Box 1742, 644043 OMSK.

The young technicians’ station made 
available for our use two “shkol’naya ["school"] stations (not in operating condition), 
one R-250 receiver, and one R-108 station without a power supply. Club members 
themselves provided other equipment, including antennas. 


Everything was going well. Suddenly, in late February 1989, we were informed 
that the administration of the young technicians’ station had been informed that 
alcoholic beverages were being consumed at the radio club and that wild parties were 
being held until late at night. We were able without difficulty to prove the absurdity 
and unsubstantiated nature of these rumors. However, on 27 February we were told 
the collective station was being closed down until September, allegedly "in connection 
with repair of the premises." 


We offered to help with the repairs but were turned down. The circle [small club] 
leader was dismissed at "his own request." Meanwhile, the auto circle, which was 
housed in the same basement, continued to operate despite the imminent "repair of 
the premises." 


As a result the work we put in was for nothing. We have no place to operate, 
since the single other collective station in town has space for only two positions (and, 
by the way, one chair for the two positions). That’s the way our "kollektivka". was 
closed down. 


"POSITION AND AMBITION" 
by S. Smirnova 


Gennadiy Chichkanov, a 17-year-old amateur from Donetsk, had spent half a year 
getting approval at the various levels for a diploma dedicated to the 70th anniversary 
of the Komsomol and activity days had been announced throughout the entire 
country. Just as preparations were under way for this important event, an order 
came from Svetlana Aleksandrovna Zaporozhnaya, Director of the Donetsk Palace of 
Pioneers, forcing Chichkanov to cease his activity with collective station UB4IBC, 
housed in the Palace. Why? She had been told by a person, whom she did not care 
to name, that Chichkanov had been seen in a building frequented by thieves and 
drug-addicts. 


The Donetsk Komsomol organization came to Chichkanov’s defense, recommended 
that Zaporozhnaya receive a strict party reprimand, and questioned her fitness to 
continue as Director. But no action has been taken to remove her.

William B. Shockley, 79, a physicist and Nobel Prize winner for his work as one 
of the inventors of the transistor, died August 14 in California. Work that Dr. 
Shockley and his colleagues did in the 1940s ultimately led to the microminiaturized 
electronics circuity. Working with Bell Labs, Dr. Shockley conducted research that 
lead to the Point-Contact transistor in 1947 and later the Field Effect transistor and 
Junction transistors. In 1956 Dr. Shockley and his colleagues John Bardeen and 
Walter H. Brattain were awarded the Nobel Prize in physics for their work. 
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Woodpecker 
Ken Cohen, NI3F 


For a number of years hams have been tolerating the presence of the Moscow 
"Woodpecker" on the ham bands, but its presence became intolerable during Hurricane 
Hugo. The "Woodpecker" caused serious interference to emergency communications 
between American Amateur operators and their counterparts in the hurricane stricken 
Caribbean. This interference very well could have cost lives, said Kenneth L. Cohen, 
Section Manager for the American Radio Relay League in Maryland D.C. 


The Woodpecker is an experimental over-the-horizon radar system used by the 
Soviets. Its transmitted pulse sweeps through the radio spectrum, including the 
Amateur Radio bands which has been assigned by international treaty for the 
exclusive use of Amateur Radio operation. The Soviet have increasingly ignored these 
treaty commitments and have been using this spectrum for military use. Numerous 
protests have been made to the FCC Treaty Branch and it, in turn, has appealed to 
the Soviet government. But these protests have come to naught. 


In the wake of hurricane Hugo, Amateur operators were the major communication 
link with the islands. In many cases the Carribean operators were operating with 
makeshift antennas and using low power from failing car batteries. In order to get 
their information through, they had to compete with the Soviet military "Woodpecker" 
using sophisticated equipment and hundreds of kilowatts of power. 


"It is one thing when the ’Woodpecker’ interferes with casual communications," 
says Cohen, “but it is quite another thing when it blocks out health and welfare 
communications. We can no longer afford to be silent. Let the FCC and the State 
Department know we want the Woodpecker OUT of the ham bands." 


[Cohen is one of about twenty Amateurs in the Amateur Interference Reporting System 
(AIRS) who monitor the airwaves for violations of international treaties. In 1988 he 
was given awards by U.S. Senator Barbara Mikulski and Maryland Delegate Virginia 
Thomas for his communication efforts when hurricane Gilbert ravaged Jamaica. 
Cohen is also Rabbi of Beth Shalom Congregation in Columbia, Maryland.]

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Have Bug - Will Travel 


Howard B. Johnson, W4IIG 


How often does one sign articles aboard a 750-foot merchant vessel, embark on a 
voyage to the far east, and return to the home-port 90 days later to find vessel had 
"grown" to 850-feet in length! This unique experience lives in my memory as one of 
the most interesting nautical excursions this old Sparks has experienced. 


It all began on 12 June 1985 when I boarded the M/V SEALAND 
VOYAGER/KHRK at Port Elizabeth, New Jersey. We were bound for Yokohama, 
Japan via the Panama Canal with a full load of containers. The radio shack 
equipment was more or less standard with Continuous Wave radiotelegraph as the 
prime mode for all record communications. HF/SSB was available, although used only 
occasionally - primarily by the master contacting port agents enroute. Since personal 
use of commercial radiotelephone service "hits the pocketbook hard", this service was 
very seldom used by crew members. An ancient (’50s era) radio-facsimile system 
provided adequate meteorological map data throughout the voyage. 


Departure traffic went to West Haven, CT Radio/WKM on 442/425kHz. By the 
way, WKM is now defunct, the victim of hoodlums who entered the facility one night 
and physically destroyed the equipment... Calling at Norfolk, VA the next day, we 
transferred a few containers on/off, and departed for Cristobal, CZ at 2200GMT on 14 
June, via Crooked Island Passage and Windward Passage. This segment of the voyage 
took approximately three days, at an average sea-speed of 21.1 Kts. Traffic to/from 
Mobileradio/WLO,  Tuckertonradio/[WSC after _ several attempts to QSO 
Panamaradio/HPN60 proved futile. The canal transit was routine and pleasant, the 
high point being a "photo opportunity" wherein the captain and I exchanged cameras 
and took pictures from the starboard bridge wing during transit of Culebra Cut, with 
the famous monument in the background. We cleared Miraflores lock at 1800 local 
time, and proceeded directly to sea. 


Since it is not possible to commence a Great Circle track to Tokyo Bay directly 
from the southern terminus of the canal, we proceeded up the Central American coast 
on Rhumb Line tracks until we reached 20.00N/107.30W. From this point it was 
Great Circle across the Pacific to 34.50N/139.54E, just off Nojima Saki, Japan. Our 
track took us within 100 miles of Adak, Alaska which brought back memories of my 


_ days pounding brass in the Signal Corp on that rock during WW-2! Of course, making 


a Westbound passage, we lost a day as we crossed the 180-degree meridian - in our 
case, the "lost day" being 30 June. 


After working SanFranciscoRadio/KFS for about 60% of the passage, I shifted 
primary guard to JCS, the primary Japanese HF radiotelegraph facility. More 
memories were awakened, as I began hearing Kata-Kana along with International 
Morse. While not widespread on HF, the use of this watered-down version of their 
ideographic writing, aka "Japanese Morse" is still used a great deal on MF when 
handling traffic with Japanese Flag vessels. One who has a taste for the "different" 
would do well to monitor one of the JCS frequencies on HF, and - if one was lucky - 
hear the distinctive dot-dash combinations that are unique to say the least. While I 


_was not a Kata-Kana intercept operator, I was exposed to this code in the early ’40s. 


We made landfall just off Tokyo Bay at noon (local time) on 4 July and picked up 
the pilot at the Uraga pilot station at 1300L. After handing the vessel over to 
Mitsubishi Shipyard personnel the next morning, I (and all crew with exception of the 
Master and Chief Engineer) came home via Northwest Airlines, direct Tokyo/Narita to 
Chicago/O’Hare on board a fine Boeing B-747. Tune-in next month for the conclusion 
of this "adventure" and learn just how the vessel "grew" an extra 100 feet in length!
